NOTIFICATIONS. 

New Delhi, the 2;’)th November. 1929. 

No. l27-l/29-('. & G.—111 exercise of the 
])owers conferred by rule 9 and rule lo of the 
lieffislative Assembly Electoral Rules, the 
Oovernoi' General in Council is pleased to 
direct that the followiii}? further amendments 
shall be made iu the legislative Assembly 
(Bengal) Electoral Regulations published with 
the notification of the Govoniment of India 
in the Legislative Department No. 1S5, dated 
the 17th August 192-1, namely 

1. After regulation 10 of the said regula¬ 
tions the following regulation shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“lOA. (1) The registering authority shall, 
within the period prescribed in regulation 10. 
make an application to the revising authority 
for the making of any corrections in tlie roll 
—such as the removal of duplicate entries, 
or the expunging of the names of peraons who 
are dead or subject to any legal incapacity— 
which he considei-s necessary to the prodxiction 
of a ^•omplete and accurate roll. 

(2) Except where such application is for the 
correction of a clerical or printing error, the 
revising authority shall serve on each of the 
persons affected by the application a notice 
specifying the i-oiTection which it is projiosed 
to make in the Kill and the place where and 
the time when objections to the proposed cor¬ 
rection will be heard,” 

2. In regulation 1-5 of the said regula¬ 
tions—(nl For the words “ He shall also 


decide ” the words “ He shall also, alter con¬ 
sidering any verbal or written objections that 
may be jireferred, decide ” shall be substi¬ 
tuted; and (h) for the words “ at such hear¬ 
ing ” the words “ at any proceeding under 
this regulation ” shall be substituted. 

d. To regulation Iti of the said regulations 
the fidlowing shall be added, namely:-- 

“ The revising 'autliority shall also direct 
the registering authority to correct any cleri¬ 
cal or printing errors wliiidi he may jiiniselt 
discover in the roll.” 

4. For regulation 24 of the said regula¬ 
tions the following regulation shall be substi¬ 
tuted namely: — 

“ 24. 'I'he Local Govenimcnt shall appoint 
the hour at which the poll shall commence 
and the hour at which it shall close on the 
date or dates appointed for the poll under 
clause (c) of sub-rule (2) of rule 11. The 
hour.s of polling shall ordinarily be uniform 
within each constituency but the Local 
Government may in the case of any consti¬ 
tuency prescribe different hours of polling 
within different areas. The hours appointed 
for polling shall be published by notification 
in the local official ga/,ette and in such other 
manner as the Local Government may direct." 

J>. After sub-regulation (2) of regulation 
2o of the said regulations the following sub¬ 
regulations shall be in.serted, namely: — 

“(d) Foiling officers may, if so directed by 
the presiding^ officer, perform all or any of 
the duties assigned to presiding officers uiidi-r 
these regulations, 

(4) If the presiding officer owing to illness 
or other unavoidable cau.se, is obliged to 
absent himself from the polling station, his 
dirties shall be performed by one of the polling 
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ottieera who shall be duly uathorised in this 
behalf by Ihe letuiiiinj? oHieer.” 

6. In refridatiou 35 of the said repulations 
for the " candidates” the words “ duly 
noininateil eaiididates” shall be substituted. 

7. For leKnlation 37 of the saiil regula¬ 
tions the following regulation shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely: — 

" :t7. (1) If any polling agent declares 
mid undeitakes to prove, or it the presiding 
oHirer for any reason is clearly of opinion, 
that any person by applying for a ballot 
jiapcr has cominitted the offence of persona¬ 
tion, the presi<li*g officer shall require such 
person to enter in the list of challenged votes 
(which shall be in Form III annexed to these 
regulations) his name and address, or if lie 
is unable to write, to affix his thumb im¬ 
pression thereto. If such person refuses to 
comply with such requisition he shall not be 
permitted to vote, but if he does so <-oniply, 
he shall be allowetl to vote, after he has lieeii 
warned of the penalty tor personation, pro¬ 
vided that he answers in the prescribed 
manner the questions mentioned in regulation 
34. 

(2) The presilling officer shall in every such 
case, whether or not the pei’son is alloweil to 
vote, make a note of the circumstances in the 
list of challenged votes."

Act to supplement the Transfer of Property (Amendment.) Art, 1920. 

Whereas by i'Hu.<,un of the passing of the Transfer of I’roperiy 
(.Vnicndinent) Act, 1929, it i.s eRpediciit that cerluin ninendments should XX of 
be niade in cci’tuiu olher enaotineiits; It is hereby enacted as follows ;— 10. tf. 

1. (/) This Act may be culled the Transfer of Property (Amend¬ 
ment) Supplementary Act, I9JS).

A. The product of one quarter the length 
of the vessid from stem to stern, measured 
along tlie water line, multiplied by the 
interior greatest brciulth of the vessel, 
multiplied by the depth from the water-line 
to the interior bottom of tho vessel, is to be 
taken as equal to the number of maunds upon 
which tolls shall be levied- 

B. The measurement of tho length is to 
be made in feet, rejecting inches; the measure¬ 
ment of breadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot.

The cjianges in the rules 
have not yet received the approval of Parlia¬ 
ment, but subject to that approval, it is pro- 
posed_ to introduce them with effect from the 
examination of 19*31. Meantime the rules in 
the ravised form are priblished in order that 
candidates may have notice of the changes con- 
teroi)lated. Copies of these rules may be 
obtained from the loqal Governments. 


Rules for Competitive Examinations for the 
Indian Civil Service to be held in India in 
1931. 

(1) A competitive examination for admission 
to the Indian Civil Service shall be held in 
India at such time and place as the Governor 
General in Council may direct.. 

(2) The maximum number of candidates to 
be admitted to the examination may in the dis¬ 
cretion of the Governor General in Council he 
limited to such number not being less tiian 200 
as the Governor General in Council may decide. 
If a limit is imposed and the number of candi¬ 
dates exceeds that limit the Public Service 
Commission shall select from among the appli¬ 
cants those who shall be admitted to the exa¬ 
mination and shall have regard in so doing to 
the suitability of the applicants for the Indian 
(bvil Service and to the adeqxiate representa¬ 
tion of the various provinces of India. 

(0 -A. candidate shall wpply to be admit¬ 
ted to the examination before such date and 
in s\u*h form as the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil may i)re8cribe. The application shall be 
made to the proper auth«)rity of the area in 
which his parents reside at the time of the 
application or of an area in which they have 
previously resided for a period of not less than 
three years or in which he has himself resitled, 
otherwise than as a strident at a university 
only, for a like period. 
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(ii) The proper authority shall be, for a 
Governor’s provinc-e the Chief Secretary, for 
Coorff, the North-West Frontier Province, 
Delhi or Ajmer-Merwara, the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner and for a State in India the Political 
Officer or Affoiit who shall be addressed through 
the Durbar. 

(Hi) No candidate shall make more than one 
application in respect of any one examination. 

(4) A candidate must be a male and either— 

(/) a British Aibject of Indian domicile who 
was and whose father and mother were 
born within llis Majesty’s dominions and 
allegiance, or

(CV A candidate must be in good mental and 
bodily health and free from any physical defect 
likely to interfere with the etiicient perform¬ 
ance of the duties of a member of the Indian 
Civil Service. A candidate who is found after 
examination by a Medical Boar<l not to satisfy 
these requirements will not be accepted for 
admission to the examination. 

(7) A candidate must satisfy the Public 
Service Commission that his character is such 
as to qualify him for employment in the Indian 
Civil Service.

sion as of adequate standard. The certiticalc 
must be signed by the head of the institution. 

Provided that for the first examination to be 
held after January, 1930, the period required 
from candidates who offer the lower grade of 
the subject in que.stion shall be one year 
instead of two. 

(18) Candidates who offer Advanced Geogra¬ 
phy, Experimental Psychology or Physical 
Anthropology (subjects .'>5, 59 and 60) must 
produce a certificate that subsequent to the 
passing of the Intermediate or an equivalent 
examination they have undergone practical 
training in that subject for a period of one 
year in an Institution authorised to prepare 
candidates in the subject for a University 
degree or for some other qualification accepted 
by the Public Service Commission as of ade- 
(ptate standard. The certificate must be 
signed by the head of the institution. 

(19) Candidates who «)ffpr Astronomy (subject 
56) must satisfy the Public Service Commission 
that they have been trained in an Astronomical 
observatory for a period of at least three months 
«ir have had other experience of the use of the 
Astronomical instruments. 

(20) From the marks assigned to candidates 
in each subject, such deduction will be made as 
tlie Public Service Commission may consider 
nece.ssary in order to secure that no credit is 
allowed for mert*ly superficial knowledge.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND 
REASONS. 

ludia is niuiuly au agricultural country. 
Cattle are essoiRial to the agriculturist and 
milk to the great bulk of the population. A 
large number of cattle lias of late been ex¬ 
ported every year for the purposes of the 
trade. This has naturally appreciably raised 
the prices of cattle and milk. The scarcity of 
milk is a serious hardship upon the people in 
general, but its evil results have been most 
felt in the case^of infanta. The great rise in 


infant mortality during recent yearn has been 
distressing. Tne object of thitf Bill is to 
combat these growing evils to some extent by 
penalising export trade in cattle.

1. A regwier of births in Bengal Form 
No. 2993-2995 end a register of deaths in 
Bengal Form No. 2993-3001 sliull be main¬ 
tained by all utiion boards to wliich the duty 
of collecting vnal statistics has been trans- 
feiTed by the District Magistrate under clause 
(J) of section 26 of Bengal Village Self-Gov¬ 
ernment Act, i919. 

These registers shall be kept by the Presi¬ 
dent of the uii'on board who shall be appoint¬ 
ed to be the “ local registrar ” by the Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate. 

2. In such union boards it shall be the duty 
of the village diaukidars to report to the 
“ local registrar ” during their fortnightly 
muster parades all births and deaths occur¬ 
ring within their respective beats. The 
chaukidars shall be supplied with Hatchithas 
of births in Bengal Form No. 5M)90 and 
Hatchithas of deaths in Bengal Form No. 2998.

Instructions regarding the submission of petitions to the local 

Covernment. 

General e.rjdaita1ions. 

1. These instructions apply, so far as may be, to all memorials, 
letters and applijsations, etc., adtlressed to the local Government. 

2. These instructions do not apjjly to cases covered by the rules 
regulating appeals issued by the Set-retary of State under section 9HB 
(2) of the (Government of India Act or by the local Government in exer¬ 
cise of the powers delegated to it under those rules. 

Section I —.Is to the svhiiii.siiio)i of petitioim to the local Gorernment 
by private persons or public bodies. 

1. Every petition to the local Government should ordinarily be 
forwarded through the District Officer or local representative of the 
department of Government concerned, with the subject matter ot the 
petition. Petitions from persoin. within that portion of Calcutta which 
IS outside tAe jurisdiction of the District Magistrate, 24-Parganas, should 
be submitted either through the tlommi.-sioner. Presidency Division, or 
thi-ough the (.Vunmissioner of Police. Calcutta, according to the nature 
of the subject matter of the petition. 

2. A petition may be in inanusi-ript or typed or in print, but must, 
with all acompanying doiuinients, be properly authenticated by the sig¬ 
nature of the petitioner, or when the petitioners are numerous, by 
signature of one or more of them, and it must conclude with a specific 
prayer. 

d. Every petition .should be accompanied by a letter addre.-sed to 
the officer concerned reque.sting its ti-nnsniission to the loi-al Govern- 
ment and when any order is ajipealed against, by a c«»py ot that order, 
as well as of any orders passed in the case by subordinate authoritie-!.

Annual Administration report of 
the Department of Industries for

The most important administrative 
change of consequence that took place 
during the year imder review was the 
transfer of control of all district and 
peripatetic weaving schools and of the 
weaving demonstration parties from the 
Principal, Serampore Weaving Insti¬ 
tute, to the Directorate at Calcutta. 
The growing importance of the Central 
Weaving Institute at Serampore empha¬ 
tically pointed to the necessity of reliev¬ 
ing its head of all outside duties, 
while, at the same time, it was consider¬ 
ed essentially necessary that the head¬ 
quarters staff of the department should 
be in direct touch with the organisation 
and inspection of mufassal weaving 
schools and demonstration parties. 
The abovementioned arrangement neces- ■ 
sitated the transfer of the Assistant 
Principal of the Serampore Weaving 
Institute to the staff of the Director 
under the altered designation of Weav¬ 
ing Expert and Assistant Inspector of 
Weaving Schools. Government have 
no doubt that this arrangement will 
result in the more effective control and 
supervision of the Central Institute as 
well as of the outlying weaving schools 
and demonstration parties. 

The only other important change was 
the retirement of Mr. E. Hoogewerf, 
Principal, Serampore Weaving Insti¬ 
tute. who was superannuated on 3rd 
April 1929. In view of the importance 
of tbp charge the selection of a successor 
to Mr. Hoogewerf has not been an easy 
matter, and Government have sought 
for the assistance of the Provincial 
Selection Board in this connection. 


Government have peruMd with 
interest the Director’s “ general obser¬ 
vations *’ on development of industries' 
and note with satisfaction the encourag¬ 
ing feature that new concerns already 
provide employment for a number of 
c,r-8tudents of the Serampore Weaving 
Institute and also open an avenue for 
employment for tjie successful students 
of the Berhampore Silk Weaving Insti¬ 
tute. 

In the opinion of Government the 
activities of the local industries depart¬ 
ment should, under the existing circum¬ 
stances, be directed mainly towards 
development of cottage and small scale 
industries. The Royal Agricultural 
Commission has brought iuto prominence 
the \yell-known fact that while agricul¬ 
ture is the main industry of this country, 
that alone cannot keep the cultivators 
occupied throughout the year, and that 
with a view to ameliorating their eco¬ 
nomic conditidn some occupation should 
be found for their spare time. As 
suggested by the Commission (and as 
alp emphasised by the Industrial Com¬ 
mission more than a decade ago) manu¬ 
facture on cottage industry lines is the 
inost useful spare-time occupation for 
this class of people. The home indus¬ 
tries of this country have a tradition of 
their own, and as observed by the 
Indian Industrial Commission, 1916-18, 
they have so far generally stood success 
fully against the intense'competition of 
factory products, foreign or Indian. 
But in order to make the position of 
these domestic industries secure against 
factory competition the main 
thing necessary is the substitution of 
primitive methods by modern processes. 
This is one of the lines on which the 
Government industries department can 
assist the development of home indus- 
trip. Another direction in which the 
activities of the department may be use¬ 
fully directed for the amelioration of the 
condition of village artisans is to 
educate them on modern lines so far as 
village manufacture is concerned. 
They are proverbially conservative and 
lacking in ambition. Unless and until 
it can be brought home to their minds 
by simple methods of teaching and more 
effectively by occular demonstration that 
the adoption of modern methods of 
ipnufacture will, save their labour and 
time they can hardly be expected to give 
up their primitive methods to wbioh 
they have been wedded for generations 
past. Another way of assisting the 
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viliAge artisans is* to Oxtricate them 
from debt. The only -possible way in 
whioh this can be done is by the forma- 
‘tion of co-operative credit societies. 
The last but not the least important 
form of assistance that can be rendered 
to the development of cottage industries 
is to orranise a market for them. Here 
again the formation of co-operative sab 
societies is the most effective solution. 

Turning now to the detailed activities 
of the several sections of the department 
Government would record the following 
observations:— 

Industrial Chemical Departimnt.— 

It is gratifying to notice that in this 
section, not only is research being 
systematically carried on in the labora¬ 
tory, but arrangement has also been 
maile for the jlemonstration of the 
successful results of research and ex¬ 
periment coiiduoted by the Industrial 
Ghemist. It is also encouraging to note 
that the training provided at the 
research laboratory for apprentices in 
soap-making has been attracting a fair 
number of students. It is also a good 
sign that reference is frequently made 
to this section for technical assistance 
and advice, and that it is readily given 
wherever possible. The departmental 
bulletins are also useful publications. 

Engineering Section. —The record of 
the activities of the engineering section 
of the department is interesting reading. 
The Industrial Engineer has investigat¬ 
ed the condition of a number of indus¬ 
tries and has written various reports 
which indicate much industr)' and keen¬ 
ness. Among them the report on the 
match industry and his investigation 
into the condition of the hosiery indus¬ 
try may be specifically mentioned. Such 
investigations are essential prelimi 
uaries to all industrial development. 
The report on the survey of cottage 
industries conducted years ago is being 
brought uptodate from time to time, but 
it does not supply the detailed informa¬ 
tion necessary for the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining local* needs and of deciding on 
what lines development is possible. At 
the instance of the Director Government 
have, therefore, administratively 
approved the creatiqn of two temporary 
j)osts of Industrial Surveyors to assist 
the Industrial Engineer in the investiga¬ 
tion of indigenous industries and in the 
collection of local commercial and i'ifdus- 
trial intelli^nce. ■'The ailpdihtmenf of 
these officers is now awaiting ‘provision 


of funds. It is highly creditable that 
working so far single-handed, the 
Industrial Engineer besides collecting 
information has designed and produced 
a number of labour-saving machines, 
which have already proved suc-cessful. 
Of these the conch-shell cutting 
machine, the paddy-husking machine 
and the umbrella-bending and marking 
machines may be mentioned. Govern¬ 
ment note that pending proper equip¬ 
ment of his part of the research labora¬ 
tory, the Industrial Engineer is having 
his experimental machines manufac¬ 
tured by private firms. When the con¬ 
dition of provincial revenues makes it 
possible to equip properly the engineer 
ing section of the laboratory the Indus¬ 
trial Engineer will, it is hoped, have 
much greater facilities for his work. 

The results of experiments and 
demonstrations carried out in this sec¬ 
tion as stated in the report are very 
encouraging—some of them, e.g., that 
in connection with the drying of boiled 
paddy will remove a long-felt want. 
The direct results of these demonstra¬ 
tions are illustrated by the fact that in 
the course of seven months over 400 
fiaddy-husking machines devised by the 
Industrial Engineer were sold, while at 
Chittagong an organised factory for the 
production, bending and marking of 
umbrella handles has been established.. 

Some of the activities of this section 
deserve special notice as they should, 
help to solve the vexed problem of 
middle class unemployment. Of these 
inav be particularly mentioned Uie 
umbrella-making class opened at the 
research laboratory. 

In this section also assistance has 
been readily given to industrialists not 
only in the shape of technical advice but 
in having their names enlisted as 
approved contractors. 

The Bengal Tanning Institute.— It is 

[ileasing to note that during the year 
under review the Bengal Tanning Insti 
tute h.as maintained its record of good 
work in all the main branches of its 
activities, viz., research, instruction 
and demonstration. It is gratifying 
that the investigations into the qualities 
of available raw hides has disclosed the 
fact that Bengal hides produce very fine 
grained leather, ^. much so Unit the 
grains of most of the cow hides are as 
fine as those'of Eurdpean calf skins. 
The most strikinid traiilt of the activi¬ 
ties of the instiftile is to be found in the 
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fact that the consumption of the Bengal 
hides in the chrome tanning industry is 
gradually on the increase, not only iu 
this province but also in other parts of 
India. Government entirely agree with 
the Director that half-tanning of 
leather, opening large possibilities of 
export trade, should be developed, and 
that the absence of a particular tanning 
material (Cassia aAuriculata), which 
can be imported from other provinces, 
should not prove a bar to such develop¬ 
ment. It is encouraging to note that 
the initiative given by the institute in 
this matter is showing tangible results, 
a number of tanneries in Calcutta now 
making and exporting half-tanned 
leather. Another im|X)rtant feature of 
the activities of this sec'tion is the train¬ 
ing of apprentices, both on the practical 
and theoretical aides. It looks hopeful 
that the chemical training imparted in 
the institute has l)een so much appre¬ 
ciated by the trade and that some of the 
}>a8t atuclents of the institute have been 
successful in securing good positions in 
commercial laboratories. The demons¬ 
tration and propaganda work under¬ 
taken by this section are also producing 
their d^ired effects. 

Technical including weaving educa* 
tion. —Government note with gratifica¬ 
tion that technical education in all its 
branches has been receiving the special 
attention of the department. As a 
matter of fact out of a provision of 
Rs.. 8,81,999 on the expenditure side of 
the Industries Department budget a sum 
of Rs. 5,84,000 is devoted to the cause of 
technical education. The three main 
lines of activities of the department in 
regard to tetdinical and industrial edu¬ 
cation are (1) training abroad, (2) main¬ 
tenance of the Government technical 
institutions and (3) giving grants-in- 
aid to non-Government institutions. 
On all these lines the activities of the 
dcpnrtinent have been marked. In the 
niiittcr of training abroad the jiro- 
gramme of sending out tw^o scholars 
each year has been kept up, and in addi¬ 
tion extensions of term, where necessary, 
have been granted to scholars already 
^nt. .\ fresh programme of subjects 
in which tei'hnical scholarships will be 
given has also lieen prepared in consul¬ 
tation with the. Advisory Board of In¬ 
dustries. Secondly, in pursuance of the • 


recommendation of the Bengal 
Retrenchment Cconmittee, reorganisa¬ 
tion schemes in regard to three out of 
four Government technical schools are 
now completed and administratively 
approved. Thirdly, the allotment 
under grants-in-aid is now Rs. 90,000 
more than it was thiee years ago. 

In the matter of weaving instruction 
the progress made by the (tepartinent is 
s»itriking. As many as twenty-six peri¬ 
patetic weaving schools are now at work, 
while twelve more have been administra¬ 
tively approved. Government are glad 
to note that the weaving school at 
l)aci‘a, an important weaving centre, 
has been opened and that the 
Berhauiiiore silk weaving school is now 
in full working order, marked progress 
in the use and adjustment «)f the silk 
twisting machinery having been made 
largely tlu’ough the enterprise of Mr. 
A. M. Sen, Inspector of Technical and 
Industrial Institutions. The Central 
Institute at Serampore has kept up its 
record of good w’ork, though the scheme 
for upper classes for women students 
has unfortunately failed. Government 
triKst that when the power loom weaving 
.section is completed weaving education 
in the province will receive a fresh 
impetus. 

It is also a matter of satisfaction that 
the (Calcutta Technical School within 
the short period of its existence has been 
succes.sful in inspiring confidence among 
the various employing firms .so that some 
of them are-now' insisting on candidates 
for apprenticeship in their respective 
firms passing the entrance examination 
of the .‘■Y'hool. Government take this 
opportunity of thanking these firms for 
their co-opiu-ation in the matter. , 

Before concluding Government would 
record their appreciation of the efficient 
working of the department under Mr. 
Weston. The thanks of Government 
are also due to the members of the 
Advisory Board of Industries and other 
boards and committees associated with 
the department for the assistance 
rendered by them.

Third forecast of the Cotton Crops of Bengal, 
1928-30. 

Dacca, the 9th December 1929. 

(Note. —On an average of the five years ending 
1927-28, the area under the cotton crops in 
Bengal has represented some 0*2 per cent, 
of th^e total area under cotton in India.) 

There are two crops—early and late. The 
ear^ crop is chiefly grown in the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts and the -Tripura State and to a 
small extent in other districts. The late crop 
is chiefly grown in Bankura and Midnapore. 

Chtroetor of tho season. —^After the publica¬ 
tion of the second foreesust, the harvesting 


operations for the early crop were generally 
carried on under favourable conditions and a 
satisfactory crop has been reaped for the Pro¬ 
vince. 

The outlook of the late variety, so far, is 
fair. 

Area sown. —The total area sown with early 
cotton is returned at 76,307 acres and that with 
late at 1,203 acres, against 77,381 and 753 
acres, respectively, in the corresponding fore¬ 
cast of last year. ’ 

Outturn. —^The outturn of the early crop is 
estimated at 20,290 bales and the late crop at 
313 bales, against 20,450 and 117 bales, respec¬ 
tively, in the corresponding forecast of last 
year.

Charaetor of tho Season. — ^Ab reported in 
the preliminary forecast, insufficient rainfall 
up till the middle of April hampered the pre¬ 
paratory tillat^e and sowings, while good rain¬ 
fall later on favoured the growth and develop¬ 
ment of the crops generally, except in parts of 
some East Bengal districts where untimely 
heavy rain and early rise of rivers caused 
lumuge to lowland crops. Subsecmently the 
conditions were generally favourable and the 
season, on the whole, may be regarded as a 
fair one for the crops this year. 

AoreagO.— Tho total acreage sown with the 
different hhadoi crops this year is reported to 
be 5,815,100 acres as against 6,444,700 acres 
last year. Of this, the area under aiUumn 


rtoe is estimated at 5.031,100 acres as against 
6,649,000 acres last year. The decrease in 
area is attributed'tb drought at sowing time. 

Outturn. —According to District Ottiiers’ 
estimates, the outturn of the different hhutioi 
crops together for the Presidency works out 
at 75 per cent, of the normal inis year as 
against 82 per cent, last year. 

The autumn rice is also estimated to yield- 
an outturn of 75 per cent, of the normal for 
the province this year as against the estimate 
of'9o per cent, last year. In my opinion the 
outturn of autumn rice is an under-estimate, 
and the crop will not fall short of 80 per cent, 
of the normal this year. > 

On the basis of a normal yield of 10} mannda 
of clean grain per acre, the gross outturn of 
hhadoi paddy (autumn rice) is estimated at 
1,589,400 tons this year as against 2,119,200 
tons last year, or a decrease of about 25 per 
cent.

Second Forecast of the Winter Rice Crop of 
Bengal, 1829-30. 

(Note.—()n an avt*rafr« of the five years end- 
iiiff 1!>L’7-*.28, the area under winter rice 
in Jtciifral has represented some 17'7 per 
cent, of the total area xiiider rice in 
llritish India.) 

Character of tXe Season. —As i-eiM>rted in 
the fii^st foreca.st the weather was freiierally 
uiil'avouiahle in the early part of llie season 
for the field operati<»ns of tleep-waier paddy 
in Kast and parts at North Benpal. The rain¬ 
fall in May though defective was helpful to 
(lie germination of young plants. The rain¬ 
fall ill early .lune, being heavy, damaged the 
low land crop in places of East Bengal hut 
helped the sowing of winter paddy in seed¬ 
beds elsewhere. This was followed hy a weak 
mon.soon resulting in loss area being trans- 
jilanted this year. The gi-owth of the trans¬ 
planted crop was also retarded in conse«|uence 
especially in the high land tracts, (lood 
rainfall in October, however, materially in¬ 
creased tlio outtura of the crop whiidi suffered 
so long from insufiicient rain. On the whole 
a good crop may be expected for the Province. 


Acreage. —'According to the estimates re¬ 
turned by the District Officers, the Wal area 
under winter rice is 14,643,400 acres as com¬ 
pared with 16,323,900 and 16,.357,400 acres 
in the corresponding and final forecasts of 
lust year. • 

Outturn. —^From the summary of the dis¬ 
trict returns appended it will be seen that 
Bnnkuru reports more than a normal crop. 
Six districts report a nopnal crop of 100 per 
cent.; fourteen districts a crop varying from 
82 to 9.’) per iient. and the rest from 67 to 75 
per cent, of the normal. According to the 
above estimates, the provincial nuttui'n works 
H|) to 90 per cent, as against 105 per cent, of 
the normal, both in the corresponding and 
final forecasts of lost year. 

Accepting 90 per cent, as the provincial 
outtum, the gross yield of the crop, on the 
basis of a normal yield of 121 hiaunds of 
dean groin per acre, is estimateef at 6,051,600 
tons this year as against 7,388,300 and 
7,404.500 tons, respectively, in the corres¬ 
ponding and final forecasts of last year.

1. Character of the Season. —During tho 
month under review, the weather was practi¬ 
cally dry throughout in Presidency. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. 

IJ. Progress of agricultural i^Mrations.— 

Preparatory tillage for and sowing of spring 
crops and harvesting of winter paddy were 
proceeding under favourable «-onditions. 

Til. State of standing crops. —The condi¬ 
tion of sugarcane and other standing crops was 
reported to be generally fair. 

TV. Prospects and probable outturn.— The 

outturn of autumn paddy is estimated at 80 
per cent, and that of winter paddy at 90 per 
cent, of tho normal. 

V. Damage to standing crops.— No appre¬ 
ciable damage to tho standing crops was re¬ 
ported from any part of the province. Heavy 
rain in October, however, caused waterlogging 
in some low lands of North llengal clistricts. 


VI. Condition of agricultural < stook.— 

(/ondition of live-stock was reported to be 
generally fair. Sporadic cases of cattle- 
disease, however, were reported fro'}u eight 
districts and from the states of Cooch Bihar 
and Tripura. 

YU. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— 

Supply of fodder was reported to be generally 
sufficient throughout the province except in 
the flooded areas of Midnhpore and Tippera. 

VIIT. Prices of food^rains.— During the 
second forfnight of the month, the price of 
(‘ommon rice of tho cheapest quality rose in 
two districts, fell in twelve and 1 ‘emained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. The 
price ranged from b seers per rupee at the 24- 
Parganas to 9 seers per rupee at the Chitta¬ 
gong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.— 

The con<lition of agricultural population con¬ 
tinued to be generally fair.

Mr. C. C. Calder held charge of the office of Superintendent throuffh- 
out the year. 

2. There are two cinchona plantations maintained hy Govemment 
in this Presidency, viz., one at Munppoo and the other at Munsong, 
l)oth in the district of Darjeeling. There is also a (iovernnient factory 
at Mungpoo. where quinine and its hy-products are manufactured fi-om 
the hark of trees grown on those plantations and from .lava an»l Burma 
hark ohtaineil from the Government of India. The Revenue Depart¬ 
ment is concerned with the pi'oduction of ({uinine, while its distrihu- 
tion is a matter which primarily concerns the Pul)li(‘ Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

The .survey of the plantations coiiinieuced thi-ough the agency 
of the Suiwey of India, referred to in the re.solution on the report foj- 
the year 1927-28, was completed during the year under review. 

4. The Government of Bengal had under eonsideration during tlic 
year a .scheme for the introduction in the Bengal Cinchona Department 
of a «-o)nmercial system of accounts us proposed in a report submitted 
by an officer of the department of the Auditor-General. The s<>heme is 
being examined with a view to introducing it experimentallv from 
19;{0-:{1. 

'). Extensions wei-e cai-ried out during the year conjprising 68 ai-res 
in the Mungjioo plantation only. During the year a hail storm did very 
considerable damage to some cinchona '>louks in the Rungbec division 
on this plantation. .\ deva.stating disease which apjieared in the 
nurseries of the Munsong plantation last year, is still working its course 
inspite of the most elaborate precautions taken to disinfect nursery 
soils and sites. Exjieriments are being continued but. if these fail, the 
young plants required for extensions will have to be brought from 
Mungpoo by lorry. It is for this reason that no extension was cariied 
out in this plantation during the year. 

6. The quantity of Bengal bark harvested during the year under 
review was l,t)4l,827 lbs. against 917,2-7)9 lbs. in the previou.s year. 

7. The quantity of dried bark used in the factory during the year 
was l,0r)8,.‘149 Ibs^ of which 918,072 lbs. was Bengal bark and the rest 
-lava and Burma bark belonging to the Government of India. 

Altogether 41,468-0 lbs. of quinine sulphate was manufactuied 
during the ycai- at a cost of Rs, 2-721 per lb.; of this r),4l7 -.^ lbs. 
belong.-) to the Government of India. The total quantitv of cinchona 
febrifuge manufactured during the year was 20,501 lbs. of which 
-‘1,140 lbs. represents the .share of the Government of India. I’he 
expenditure incurred on- the febrifuge was Rs. 1-820 per lb. Besides 
1,126 lbs. of other tj[umiue .salts, 1-8 lbs. of uuinidine* sulphate iind 
1-9 lbs. of I'inchonidine salts were manufacturea. 

The second puriHcation plant wa.s installed during the year and the 
result is that the^ quinine packed since the installation is as white as 
any brand on the market. , 

8. No satisfactory solution has yet been found of the difficulty of 
utilising the large accumulated stock of provincial quinine. Of the 
several provinces^ Bengal is the largest consumer of factory products 
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havittfif u.'ted !),n96 IbH. of quinine salts and 10,116 lbs. of cinchona 
febrifufTc, of which 4,607 lbs. and 4,521 lbs., respectively, were used in 
hospitals Slid dis^nsaries and 916 lbs. and 1,493 lbs., respectively, were 
used by district boards, local boards, union boards and uiunicipalities. 
These fi;rinps represent only a fraction of the actual I'etpiireinents of 
the ])oiniIation for it is welt known that, while stocks are accumulating 
in depf'ts, there are large aumbera of unrelieved sufferers from malaria. 
The (iitficnlty unfortunately lies in the fact that any attempt to reduce 
the p'ice of quinine in India below the world level would probably 
result in wholesale exportation which would deplete the stocks in India 
to the advantage of exporters without corresponding benefit to the people 
of I ndia. 

A possi^ile solution would be to prohibit export, but this would put 
a premium on smuggling and is a problem wliich is connected with the 
distribution of tiuiiiine rather than its production. 

9. The total expenditure of the department immrred during the 
yeai including pensionary charges was Rs. 4,16,925-1-3; the total 
receipts, exclusive of Rs. 7,806-2-9 from land rent, grazing fees, fines and 
compensation for damage paid into the treasui'y not to the credit of the 
cinchona department, wero Rs, 6,46,746-5-6. 'Phie expendituiv was 
lower by Rs. 31,319-8-6 and the receipts were higher by Rs. 1,08,543-15-9 
than in the preceding year. The profit on the year’s working amounted 
to Rs. 3,11,192. 

10. The figures contained in the report indicate that very satis¬ 
factory progress has lieen made in the produtdion of (piinine during the 
year under review. The Governor in Council is pleased to rocoi-d his 
appreciation of the work Mr. Calder has done foi- the department during 
the year. Recognition of good work accomplished is also due to 
Mr. Shaw and the other officers of the depai'tment. Special thanks are 
due to Mr. Thomas, Manager of Mun.iung, for the unremitting and well- 
directed efforts he has made to cojic with adverse conditions on his 
plantation.

Explanatory. —Three forecasts are issued 
for the spring oilseed crops. The preseiit’one 
with the area sown and the condition of 
the crops. 

Area sown. —Oilseeds are grown . chie% in 
the Rajshahi, DaCca and Presidency Divi¬ 
sions. In the other two divisions, the culti¬ 
vation is small. The total area under these 
cTops (excepting sesamum for which separate 


forecasts are issued) is returned at 854,600 
acres this year as against 877,400 and 884,300 
acres, respectively, in the corresimnding 
and final forecasts of last year. 

Character of the season. —The rainfall in 
September, though defective, was sufficient 
for the preparatory tillage. In October heavy 
rain delayed sowings in the greater part- of 
North Bengal and in Hooghly and Mymen- 
singh. Elsewhere the operations generally 
commenced in the normal time. Dry wea¬ 
ther in November has been helpful to further 
sowings and has also enabled the crops to 
recover fw>m the • evil .effects of wet weather 
in October. The '.present condition is reported 
to be fair on the whole.
